Young Christian 
Workers Study 
Week Aft N.D. 


Notre Dame—At least 400 young 
men and women from 14 states 
will take a week off from their 
jobs in banks, textile mills, offices, 
anid factories in July to attend the 
‘study week of the Young Christian 
Workers. The study week——the 
Y.C.W.’s sixth annual national get- 
together—will be held July 4 to 10 
on the campus of the University of 
Notre Dame. 


The theme for the week will be 
“The Y.C.W. in the Community,” 
according 4o0 George Sullivan of 
Chicago, national Y.C.W. president. 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch, Archbis- 
hop of Chicago, has already sent 
the Y.C.W. his blessings. for the 
week. “I pray that that you young 
people, who are our hope and our 
crown, will be in very truth lay 
apostles of Jesus Christ,” Cardinal 
Rag has written the Y.C.W. lea- 
ers. 


Midway in the week there will 
be a special session given by the 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. Reynold Hillen- 
brand of Hubbard Woods, IIl., gen- 
eral chaplain of the Y.C.W. on 
“Spirituality of the Young Work- 
er.” This will be one of the joint 
sessions for both the men’s and 
girls’ branches of the Y.C.W. 

Other sessions will be devoted to 
discussions on topics such as “Fun- 
damentals of the Y.C.W.,” “How 
to Take Effective Action in the 
Community,” and “How To Start a 
Section.” (The “section” is the 
basic unit of the Y.C.W.—a group 
of five to 10 young working 
people.) 

The basic reason for the Y.C.W.

“What is needed is the active 
presence in factories and workpla- 
ces of pioneers who are fully cons- 
cious of their double vocation—as 
Christians and as workers—who 
are bent on assuming their respon- 
sibilities to the full, knowing neith- 
er peace nor rest until they have 
transformed the environment of 
their lives to the demands of the 
Gospel.”

letters through private  corres- 
pondence, but we feel that some 
problems should get a public air- 
ing and thus redound to the bene- 
fit of a larger number of parents 
Besides, many parents seem to 
think that the problem they have 
is peculiar to their own children 


and that mo one else has such a 
problem. They are surprised to 


learn that other parents too have 
these problems. 


For the last three summers we 


have been accommodating parent- 
youth problems in this manner 
and a great many parents have al- 
ready written in asking that we 
repeat the process this summer— 
which, as we have said, we are 
going to do. However, we would 
like everyone to remember these 
few things: 

1) We will not have an answer 
to every problem. To give an ade- 
quate answer means knowing the 

-rsonalities involved, plus a num- 
oe of circumstances which th 
writer will not think to include 
For this reason, the parish priest 
or some other individual right on 
the scene is in a better position 
to handle the situation than is 
anvone else. Moreover, the solving 
of some problems simply does not 
lend itself to correspondence 


Personal contact is much better 
Questions can be asked and ans- 


wered at will whereas it would 
take months to get the same pic- 
ture of the situation through the 
mail. 

2) We will consider the prob- 
lems which are common to 
greatest number of parents a 
children. Often, there are prob- 
lems which are strictly personal 
and vary .with the § individual 
These problems are not of interest 
to everyone. They are unusual bs 
reason of circumstance and/or 
personality. Letters from such in- 
dividuals will be handied pri- 
vately, and in confidence. 


We welcome this opportunity to 
deal directly with parents. We

The Catholic Church has also rendered decisions based onl 
the same reasons. For instance, the observance of Saturday in- 
stead of Sunday could not be clearly proved from the Bible. The 
decision concerning the date for the observance of Easter was 
based on a custom of long standing and. therefore. on tradition

The Church has often been accused of being too severe in 
dealing with those who would not accept the decision of Her 
Supreme Court, but hasn't the government of the United States 
dealt in a more severe way with ps pes who preach what it re- 
gards as political heresy, namely, rebellion against decisions of 
the Supreme Court. 

Back in 1833 J. C. Calhoun, headed a movement to set aside 
a law of Congress, but Daniel Web bster quelled the opposition 
by noting that only the Supreme Court possessed the power to 
nullify a law of Congress. You are aware of the several appeals 
to the Supreme Court during the past year or two to uphold the 
rights of Communists to plot against our government; to teach 
in the public schools, etc. 

A nation needs unity just as much as the Church does. The 
promoters of national dissension tend to divide the citizenry as| 
much as the promoters of religious dissension. A few years ago | 
the Supreme Court of the United States excommunicated the 
Ku Klux Klan, which so often took the law own hands 
and strove to create a sort of a super-government. 

In discussing the subject of laws or decisions, every bod) 
knows, but few people reflect, that all live under nature's laws | 
and the civil laws through their lives, and have absolutely no} 
liberty in relation to them. Some one has said: “Nine-tent hs woe te 
our lives are handed over to the law.’ 

Nature imposes the law of sleep on us, and a man who lives 
to his seventieth birthday will have spent 23 years in sleep. It is 
the same with food and drink. Nature demands that we foll pegs 
the law of physical nourishment, or we shall not live. It is th 
same with shelter, clothes, etc. 

Coming to the civil law, the child is subject to it in relation | 
to education from the time it is six to the time it reaches 16 or 
older. No parent has a right to disregard that law. The law of 
“schooling” holds good no matter how the child is instructed. 


Pope Does Little Legislating 


No youth can escape the draft law if he is physically fit—

The second “bold step forward” the Coffin ci- 
tation mentions is AGE’s engineering and design 
of a generating unit that will operate at a steam 
pressure of 4500 pounds—far above the point at 
which water flashes directly into steam without 
first boiling. This development is comparable, in 
the power field, to the attainment of supersonic 
speeds in aviation.
